Pope Expresses Hope 
1943 Will See End > 
Of War and New Peace

(AP)—Pope Pius 
XII, appealing for peace and ex- 
pressing hope that it comes before 
the end‘of this, the war's fifth year, 
declared to the world's leaders to- 
day that “real strength need have 
no fear of generosity in behalf of 
nations “less favored than others by 
the trend of war at any given 
time”. 

Speaking of “the powerful and 
the leaders of the peoples”, the 
Pope declared: 

“May their wisdom, thelr modera- 
tion, thelr strength of mind and 
their deep sense of humanity throw 
& ray of comfort upon the blood- 
Crenched threshold of the fifth 
year of war, and give the survivors 
of the immense conflict, bent under 
a load of sorrow, the joyful hope 
that the year may not end under 
the sign and in the shadow of 
slaughter and destruction—but may 
be the beginning and dawn of a 
new life of brotherly reconciliation, 
and a thorough and concordant 
reconstruction”, 

Hopes For Worthy Peace. ; 

In a 14-minute message to the 
world from Vatican City—trans- 
lated here and made available by 
the Ministry of Information—the 
Pontiff did not mention the allied 
terms of unconditional surrender, 

He dwelt at length, however, on 
the theme that all belligerents must

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Black Outlook for Enem 

Today marks the beginning of the fifth 
year of war for Germany when the Nazis 
sent their war machine across the western 
border of Poland in an unwarranted 
attack on a small nation. The result of 
that mpve was to bring Britain and 
France into the war although the Ger- 
mans had fondly hoped they would back 
down in much the same way as they did 
at Munich. These hopes, however, were 
dashed when the two. Democracies de- 
clared war on Germany three days later. 

Unprepared and hér forces greatly dut- 
numbered, Poland put up a valiant de- 
fence but she was forced to yield in a little 
over a month. Since then her people have 
suffered unspeakable cruelty as the Ger- 
mans exacted their vengeance on a help- 
less nation. 2,500,000 were killed in the 
invasion and subsequent slaughters, 
2,000,000 sent to forced labor in Germany 
and another 3,000,000 driven from their 
homes or de to unknown destina- 
tions. The Polish Telegraph Agency says 
that 348 villages have been burned and 
plowed under like Lidice and 1,080 have 
been evacuated and all the inhabitants 
either killed or deported. 

But Poland fights on. Her navy is active 
in three major theatres of action and her 
armed forces are fifth in size among the 
United Nations, while the Polish fliers are 
considered the most savage fighters, and 
skilful as well, among those who battle in 
the air. : 5 

As the war went along: the picture of 
almost continual victories for the enemy 
began to change until now the Germans 
and their satellites are meeting with one 
defeat after another on all sides. The Ger- 
man and Italian cities are being smashed 
to ruins, the Russians are driving the 
Hitlerites back toward their country, 
revolt is springing up among the con- 
quered natiins with great destruction by 
sabotage.

Trenton and District 
Rotary Given Outline 
Of Doughnut Company’s 
Work in Wartime 


Trenton, (Special.) — Rotary’s 
most recent member Bill Burk, of 
the Canadian Doughnut Co, was 
guest speaker at the regular mect- 
ing of the Club which was held at 
Twelve O'Clock Point on Monday. 

Mr. Burk gave a brief outline of 
the birth of his company, the idea 
for which was fostered during the 
Great War. At that time, he said, 
the founder of the present company 
conceived the idea of making dough- 
nuts by machine so that they would 
always have the same taste. The 
m of-the machines was only 
the first step to this task, as it was 
soon learned that uniformity in the 
Nour was an essential factor in the 
process of making these delectable, 
country-wide favorites. Soon the 
firm was making its own flour mix, 
as well as its own unt 
at the present time sufficient flour 
is made and distributed (a' greater 
proportion to the armed forces) to 
make upwards of one hundred mil- 
lion doughnuts per year. 

In the preparing of this flour one 
of the main ingredients was eggs. 
the yolks of which were powdered in 
their plant for the doughnuts, while 
the whites were fast frozen at a 
‘plant and used for other types of 
cake making. 

Early in 1942, within two days 
after the Canadian government de- 
cided something must be done 
about drying eggs for consumption 
fn Great Britain, the Canadian 
Doughnut Company in Trenton, had 
tufned almost all their entire plant 
over to this process. For this pur- 
pose not only the yolks were dried 
but the white as well.

the Association, the ¥.M.C.A. has worked 
to send supplies and equipment to Cana- 
| dian prisoners of war in Europe. . 
% It is in this setting of the total situation, 
’ and with special regard to its meaning for 
the lives of individual men and women in 
| the armed forces, that one needs to think 
‘ of the Young -Men’s Christian Association 
: in its war services. Unremitting work by 
the personnel committee has helped to 
maintain a high standard in the selection 
and appointment of War Services Super- 
visors. Increasing difficulties have been 
enced in this connection, but up to 
the present time no request from the 
Department of National for services has 
been declined because of an inability to 
provide the staff. The total number of 
full-time persons on the Y.M.C.A. staff at 
home and overseas is 1,043. 

The enormous total of 95,815,046 
attendances at Y.M.C.A. activities, facili- 
ties and services since the beginning of 
the war, is testimony of the usefulness 
and popularity of the Association. In 
September, 1942, the Defence Council de- 
cided to discontinue the “Directorate of 

_ Auxiliary Services as such and to estab- 

lish separate Navy, Army and Air Force 
welfare or special services as they have

“\ Difficulty in meeting increased de- 
mands for personnel due to continued 
expansion of War Service operations and 
replacements, has been a matter of vital 
% concern to the War Services personnel 
G committee. The task has been made more 
difficult because of the requirements of 
‘the National Selective Service regulations 
cand the increased pressure for men to join 
the armed forces. 368 applications were 
reviewed during 1942 by the committee, 
of which number 223 were approved and 
156 subsequently appointed.; 54 resigna- 
tions due to enlistment and to appoint- 
ment to commissions as Chaplains, or to 
other branches of the armed forces have 
drawn from the staff. There were 27 
supervisors transferred from Canada to 
Overseas during 1942. Supervisors for 

duty are selected on the basis of 
(1) seniority or length of service in 
|, Canada, (2) their suitability for this re- 
S sponsibility, based on their work experi- 
ie ence in Canada. Generally speaking the 
supervisor with the longest working 
experience is selected, but special circum- 
stances sometimes require a deviation 
from this policy. Supervisors can only be 
posted overseas as vacancies occur due to 
increase in the authorized establishment, 
iliness, or supervisors returning to Canada 

for other reasons.

Ten hours after they had swarmed across Messina Stralts from Sicily 
tm small boats they were battling on the toe of Italy to establish a 
bridgebead. 

The invasion force was supported by an armada of Allied cruisers, de- 
stroyers, monitors and gunboats hurling -broadsides into the enemy's 
shore defences and by great fleets of British and American planes which 
dumped tons of explosives on gun positions, trenches and the battered 
communications network behind them. 5 

There still was no definite word of the degree of resistance, but it was 
certain the invaders had cut out a difficult task for themselves as the 
fighting was ever rugged terrain, marked by craggs and cliffs close to 
ashore which lent themselves naturally to defence. e- . 

Before the swarm of small craft bobbed across the choppy waters in 
the’ pre-dawn offensive, powerful formations of heavy bombers struck 
mighty blows at Brenner Pass communications between Italy and 
Germany. ’ 

Thus once again Hitler's legions, which had boasted they held the 
Continent secure, were being engaged on the European mainiand, 

‘The first of the invaders, British and Canadian contingents of Gen. 
Sir Bernard Montgomery's famed command, set foot on the Calabrian 
coast opposite eastern Sicily at 4:30 a.m. (10:30 p.m. Thursday, E.D.T.) 

(The Canadian units which fought with Gen. Montgomery in Sicily 
were the Ist Division and its accompanying tank units.) 

The crossing of the stralt was made under cover of a mooniess night. 

. It entailed the moving of a great armed force across the narrow arm, 
two miles wide at its narrowest, 

_ Bat even in the starlight the outline of the mountains rising from the 
Italian tee could be seen from Sicily. * 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower was in supreme command of the 
historic operations. 

While troop-laden barges churned across the narrow Strait of 
Messina, artillery on Sicily thundered a heavy barrage against enemy 
gun positions, warships bombarded the beaches, and a big concentration 
of aircraft hovered protectively overhead, : 

Fleets of far-reaching Allied aircraft smashed at rai} bottlenecks 
leading te Brenner Pass, the vital connection with Germany, as the 
troops surged ashore. “ 

An air communique said attacks were made by heavy bombers on rail 
installations at Bolzano and Trento, on the Brenner Pass line, 700 miles 
from North Africa.

The battle-tested Canadians wh?

There had 
been full time for recuperation and 
the 1st Division even put on sports 
meets during this period. 

News of the invasion . reached 
Britain too late for publication in 
morning papers. It came first via 
New York, quickly followed by a 
flash direct from Allied Headquar:- 
ers in North Africa, 

Evident New Venture Planned 

For days it had been evident at 
Canadian Army Headquarters in 
Britain and Canadian Military 
Headquarters in London that there 
Was a new venture pending for the 
Canadians, but there had been no 
indication what it would be and 
speculation was raised as to just 
where the Canadians would strike 
next. 

In Britain the Canadian Army in 
Training paused for special services 
and church parades marking the 
Day of Prayer on the anniversary 
of Britain's entry into the ‘war. 

There was an obvious feeling of 
envy among Canadians in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. and one said: “We are 
all envious of, the fellows out there 
who have the honor of the fifst 
crack at the enemy on the main- 
land of Europe.”

Washington, Sept. 3 —(AP)— 
Navy Secretary Frank Knox an- 
nounced today that one-third of 
Japan's total merchant shipping, 
approximately 2,500,000 tons, has 
been destroyed, 

Knox sald this destruction of one 
of Japan's most vital war resources 
was chiefly accomplished by Ameri- 
can submarines, although all 
United Nations sea and air forces 
have participated in the sinkings. 

Knox agreed with g questioner at 
his press conference that the 
enemy's loss of cargo tonnage was 
impairing the ability of the Jap- 
anese to exploit profitably their 
rich territories in the Southwest 
Pacific. 

Whether this loss of tonnage was 
responsible for the withdrawal 
from Kiska Island in the North 
Pacific, and from islands in the 
central Solomons in the Southwest 
Pacific, Knox said he did not know, 
But he added that those with- 
Grawals certainly had been brought 
about by overseas communication 
difficulties. aie. 3 

In making the estimate of actual 
tonnage sent to the bottom of the 
Ching Sea and Western Pacific by 
United Nations forces, Knox used 
figure? which he said he could not 
officially confirm. Japan's esti- 
mated cargo tonnage at the start 
of the Pacific war in 1941, was 
6,368,891 tons. 

The Japs have built or acquired 
in the interim an’ estimated 
1,250,000 tons, to give a grand total 
of tonnage available or built of 
7,618,891. 

Destruction of one-third of this 
total would put the enemy's ton- 
nage loss at 2,539,630:

yesterday announced important gains, including the capture of the 
cities of Voroshilovsk, Slavyanoserbsk and Lisichaansk. :

Germans Retreat

the gigantic Soviet offensive, which

Meme speed of the Russian ad- 
vance, which already has cracked 
the enemy's.1941 invasion lines, in- 
dictated that the Germans were re~- 
treating atong the whole southern 
front in an-apparent attempt to 
get behind their Dnieper River de- 
fencé ‘system. Russian generals 
were giving them no rest, throwing 
immense forces of men and motor 
ized equipment into the offensive. 

Capture of the, Ukraine strong- 
hold of Sumy, 9f miles northwest 
of Kharkov by Gen, Nikolai Vatu- 
tin's command was announced per- 
sonally by Marshal Stalin in an 
order of the day yesterday, while 
a communique told of the storming 
of Krolevets and Yampol on the 
important Bryansk-Kiev railway 
Unking the southern and central 
fronts. 


Severel Cities Captured 


The Donets Basin drive—yielded 

the cities of Voroshilovsk, Slav- 
yanoserbsk and Lisichansk, while 
Budenovka, 20 mil¢és from Marlupol, 
fell to the Red army troops in 
their push along the rim of the Sea 
of Azor. 
The Russian communique empha- 
sized that the Germans were bat~- 
tling stubbornly all along the 600- 
mile front ma: their effort to get 
the bulk of their armies safely 
across the Dnieper. 

Nearly 10,000 German dead were 
counted in yesterday’s fighting as 
the Soviet troops carried their ad- 
vance through 250 villages and 
towns. many of them of strategic 
importance.

TS FIFTH YEAR 


Events of Sept. 3, 1939, Re- 
called as Fourth Year of 
Conflict Closes With the 
United Nations Forging 
Ahead 


By JEAN THOMPSON 
(Canadian Presa Staff Writer) 


Today Sept. 3, fifth anniversary 
of the opening of the Second Great 
War, marks not only a new and 
more confident phase in the strug- 
gle for the principles of sight and 
human decency, it brings to mind 
the events of four years ago, some 
still fresh in mind, others somewhat 
dimmed by the confusion of four 
years of conflict. 

Four years ago His Majesty called 
upon th pire to “stand calm, 
firm and united” following declara- 
tion of war on’ Germany. Three 
months previously the King and 
Queen were In the midst of their 
visit to Canada, an occasion for 
the greatest rejoicing among their 
subjects In the Dominion of Can- 
ada. 

Through the “phoney war" of 
the first year or 90, the evacuation 
of Dunkirk, the great~ blitz, the 
Japanese aggression in the Far 
East, and the long drawnout sub- 
marine warfare, the confidence of 
the King and his Empire was fully 
justified. The Quebec conference 


passed fromi the hands of a relent- 
less enemy determined on total 
war, to the, United Nations, with 
“the beginning of the end” on the 
horizon.

Me.° Churchill's Speech 


Mr. Churchill's Quebec speech 
was admirable, possessing those 
familiar, yet never stale qualities of 
chivalry, fortitude, balance, and 
candor, that make him at once the 
grandest and most winsome inter- 
preter allye of the fighting demo- 
cratic spirit. 

Mr. Churchill spoke only in part 
as the Britis. political and military 
leader. He made a survey of the 
war situation as a United Nations 
statesman, and spoke politically as; 
the mouthpiece of America as well 
as Britain, indicating “complete 
anglo-American agreement. 

His speech confirms that there 
are major differences -of opinion 
between the Anglo-American pow- 
ers anu nussia. Fortunately, it 
was ful of hope that the relations 
wetween the western democracies 
and our continental ally may be 
clarifiea. But there was no indi- 
cation of the basis on wnich such 
agreement might be reached. There 
was only an account of a proposed 
procedure, namely a meeting of the 
three i1oreign ministers, to be fol- 
lowed, in case an agreement is thus 
reachea in principle, by a meeting 
between Stalin. Churchill, and 
sosevelt, 





In such a situation it is a most 
unhtppy incident that one com- 
mentator, Drew Pearson, should 
have made the utterly irrespons- 
ible ch:.ge against the American 
State Department, that it desired 
to see Russia bled whit¢. The most 
ctasistent eritics of the State De- 
Fortment are horrified by such an 
allegation. Mr. Churchill rightly 
pointed out that Russia has been 
t.e recipient, from both America 
and Britain, of enormous amounts 
of munitions, and it is well known 
that «.e President and Mr. Chur- 
chill have pushed through priorit- 
tes for ald to Russia, often over the 
odjections of thelr own military 
staffs. 

Mr. ~nurchill presented the case 
between Kussig and the western 
| democracies with falrness and can- 
ucr—and for the canuor especially, 
we must cu be immensely grate- 
ful. It is better for all concerned 
to recognize that there are issues, 
than to be led to believe that no 
differences exist. 

The differences to which Nr. 
Churchill levoted so large a part 
of his speech, do not arise out of 
ill will, as Mt. Pearson suggested. 
They az‘:e, chiefly out of disparit- 
fes between Russia and the west 
concerning, lirst, what {s militar. 
ily possible, and second, what is to 
be exp ted in Germany. ze 

Mr. Churchill's speech was 
made with a subtle cholce of 
words, but the Russians will un- 
derstand exactly what he meant, 
|It is important that he referred 
|to the western democracies as “the 
two great powers of the sea and 
of the air’, and added that our 
armies have only been created 
since.the outbreak of war. He 
did not need to underline the fact 
that in this they differ greatly 
from. the )Russian armies, which 
have > bee! Nader by universal 
service for\twenty years. 

“To-underlibe his fairness he said 
that the Russians are entitled to 
ask for a second front, that it is 
thoroughly understandable that 
they should, but he hardened on 
the proposition that we shall make 
a. major operation only when we 
ar@\reasonably certain ‘of its suc- 
cess,\and—to put it bluntly—that 
our own military chiefs, and not 
the Russians are going to be the

But he ex- 
himself as unwilling to base 
western strategy on such specula- 
tions and declined to discuss the 
length of the war, from the view- 
point of German mass psyahology. 
On this question there are real 
divergencies of viewpoint not only 
between the Russian analysts and 
our leaders, but in our own camp. 
Some of us believe, for instance, 
that the Casablanca formula of 
Unconditional Surrender has been 
an unfortunate impediment in 
cracking the German Home Front, 
and the German domestic propa- 
ganda justifies this opinion. This 
point was not touched upon ‘by 
Mr. Churchill, nor could he touch 
upon it until after a conference 
with Stalin. For the post-war 
German question is obviously con- 
cerned in peace planning. Mr, 
Churchill wisely left it open. 
I got the impression from the 
speech that we are yeversing the 
policy of postponing post-war ques- 
tions until after victory, and that 
a sincere attempt will be made to 
find a compromise with the Rus- 
Stans. Apparently we have post- 
poned political discussions because 
the Russians made a second front 
according to their own ‘specifica- 
tions a condition for opening them. 
The speech left the hope that this 
condition can be lifted and that we 
can begin, at least, and soon, to 
reach post-war agreements.

Tyrrhenian and Ionian Seas, has 
the same type of densely-mountain- 
ed inland region surrounded by & 
narrow coastal plain as Sicily. 

The Apennine mountains, extend- 
ing through the entire peninsula, 
are continued in Sicily, which Is 
believed to have been joined to 
the Italian mainland at one time. 

‘The coastline along the Tyrrhen- 
ian Sea, the Strait of Messina and 
the Ionian Sea on the south is fol- 
lowed by a highway and trunk rail- 
way. In the interior there are few 
roads and only one railroad which} 
joins Catanzaro and Nicastro on 
opposite sides of the peninsula. 

Rivers are numerous but short, 
generally running down from the 
mauntains to the coast. 

Chief towns are the provincial 
capitals of Cosenza, Catanzaro and 
Reggio Di Calabria, all of which 
have been subjected to months of 
“softening up” by Allied bombers. 

The mountains are mainly cov- 
ered with olive groves but the 
peninsula {s otherwise a poor coun- 
try. :.

It was Sept. 3, 1939, that then- 
Prime Minister Chamberlain dolor- 
ously broadcast the announcement 
to an unprepared country that 
Germany had ignored Britain's 
warning to forget Danzig and 
withdraw her troops from Poland, 
and “consequently this country is 
at war with Germany.” 

The war's first anniversary was 
the blackest day. 
from 
the fall of France had robbed the 
Britons of their only ally, most of 
thelr weapons and their only train- 
ed and equipped ground force. Italy 
was aligned with Germany in ex- 
pectation, as Prime Minister 
Churchill put it, of fattening her- 
self “on the cheap.” 

The .German alr force was 
pounding London and the British 
coastal areas in a siege that lasted 
90 days and nights without a pause, 
and there were few in Britain who 
did not feel that the first invasion 
of these isles since 1066 was a 
matter of weeks at the most. 

Correspondents who hastened to 
the Channel coast to cover the 
German arrival saw, instead, 
Britain's small and gallant air 
foree again and again turn back 
the bombers which Hitler expected 
to blast a path to London for his 
troops. 

“We'll Muddle Through” 

London looked like a blowzy old 
woman.

Announcing the news, Eisenhower, who led the Allied triumph in

“The Italian government. has .. surrendered 
unconditionally. 

“As Allied Commander-in-Chief, I have granted e military armistice, 
the terms of which have been approved by the governments of the 
United Kingdom, the United States and the Union of the Soviet 
Socialist Republics. Thus I am acting in the interests of the United 
Nations. 

“The Italian government has bound itself to ablde by these terms 
without reservation and the armistice becomes effective “this instant,” 
Eisenhower said in a broadcast at 12:30 p.m. ED-T. 

‘The truce actually was reached last Friday at Allied Advanced Head- 
quarters in Sicily — the very date that British and Canadian troops 
swept across Messina Strait to invade the Ttallan toe — but it was 
agreed, @ special announcement sald, that the armistice should come 
into force at a moment most favorable to the Allies, and then simul- 
taneously announced by both sides. 

“That moment now has arrived,” said the announcement. 

Badoglio issued a proclamation saying the armistice had been request- 
ed and granted, and called on all Italian armed forces to “cease all acts 
of hostility against Anglo-American forces wherever they may be met.” 

Badoglio instructed the Italians, however, to “oppose attacks from any 
other quarter” — a warning that German attempts to interfere would 
be met by arms. y

i (shell in the drawing is a 37-inch ack-ack); and small arms ammunition (bottom) such as the 03-inch for aircraft, tank, 

machine guns, as well as for rifles. Canadian factories from coast to coast are turning-out large quantities of shells and bullets, 
ducing the metals needed to make them, and the explosives to fill the m. Incredibly long hours of heating, stamping, machining, polishing, 
finishing are required to manufacture the complete round, shell fuse, cartridge, and primer. After a gun has been loaded, four separate ojtcra- 
tions take place before the shell, fragments tear into enemy objectives. First, the primer which contains an extremely sensitive high explosive, sets 
off the propelient charge, usually cordite, in the cartridge case. Second, the cordite explodes and fires the shell ,out of the muzzle with

- Passenger traffic this year is running 
sixty per cent and more higher than in 
1942, and freight traffic thirty pér cent 
“higher. New locomotives and freight cars 
have been produced but not in sufficient 
* volume to take care of the extra business. 
As a consequence old stock goes on the 
road — sometimes too fast and once too 
~ often. The railroads have done splendidly 
but they cannot work miracles.

GIVES NAVAL REPORT 


Ottawa, Sept. 11 —(CP)— Navy 
Minister Macdonald has announced 
that Canada is negotiating with 
Britain for the acquisition of two 
cruisers and is considering obtain- 
ing aircraft carriers, 

Mr. Macdonald*made the an- 
nouncement late yesterday during 
a press conference at which he 
also reported these developments 
in connection with Canada’s repid- 
ly-growing naval forces:+ 

1, , During the past three months 
there ‘have been no sinkings by 
U-boats in the North Atlantic, 
where convoying operations are 
handled by Canadian warships. 

2. The Micmac, the first tribal 
class destroyer and the largest 
fighting ship ever built in Canada, 
will be launched Sept, 18 at Hall- 


fax, 

3. \Six destroyers have been 
added to the Canadian Navy this 
year and four more will be in 
service before the end of the year. 

4 . Navy strength now is more 
than 70.000 all ranks, including 
3,700 women, and just under half 
of the total is at sea. 

S. About 1,000 Canadian Naval 
ratings will be used tr. commando 
landing craft in addition to some 
300 now on such vessels, some of 
whom took part in the Sicilian in- 
yasion.

Tyrian purple. which is really a 
deep crimson, was the most famous 
of all dyed colors. known to the 
ancients. 

According to legend, this color 
was discovered near Tyre, in 
Phoenicia, when a man named 
Hercules saw his dog bite into a 
shellfish and stain its mouth, 

At any rate, the ancients ascrib- 
ed the discovery of~purple to the 
Phoenicians and it was probably 
the first dyed color to be fixed on 
wool and linen. 

It was obtained from jhe small 
“cysts” near the head of the Medi- 
terranean mollusk known’ to the 
Romans as ra.” from which 
the word “purple” ts supposed to 
be derived. -

fe in the vicinity of ancient 
dye-works at Athens and Pompell.

The Plan called for suff:cient 
trained men annually, for the dur- 
ation of the war, “to achieve over- 
whelming air strength”—a stupen> 
dous job for a country unprepared 
fox such an undertaking. 

The original agreement, signed 
by the United Kingdom, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand, was to 
continue until March 3ist, 1943. 
Almost a year before that agree- 
ment expired, the Ottawa Air 


> Training Conference decided to ex< 
-tend the Plan to March 31st, 195. 


Prom July Ist, 182, to March 
Jist, 1945, It ts estimated that op- 


eration of the Plan will cost $1,- 
500,000,000. Canada will pay 50 per- 
cent of the cost, and will cortinue 
to be the administrator, through 
the RCAP. 


The United Kingdom will pay 
the remaining half of the bil. as- 
sisted by payments from Australia 
and New Zealand covering the cost 
of training airmen from those two 
countries. A large part of Britains 
share of the cost will be offset by 
her provision of aircraft and equip- 
ment for use in training Not 
was the im extended, but it was

There is always a 
fear of another epidemic such as scot

“How Britain Does It 

How thoroughly Britain has girded her- 
self for the war against aggression is indi- 
cated in anew sweeping comb-out of no 
fewer than 1,500 occupations to provide 
men for the forces. Deferments have been 
cancelled for men up to 39 years of age in 
about one third of the occupations, up ‘to 
34 for. others and up to 29 for the 
remainder. 

Britain has been the great example of 
a nation which loving peace has yet been 
able through the spirit of her citizens to 
keep up her armed forces and to provide 
necessary workers for industry. 

She is earning by her devotion the 
security that will follow. the defeat of 
Germany and Japan. 

A news story tells how only the aged, 
infirm and very young—and they would 
have to stretch a point—have not their 
lives regulated. 

This is what Britain is doing that her 
liberty may be preserved and that freedom 
from aggression- may be the portion of 
mankind. 


the world’s history. Many fine local peo- 
ple died in that epidemic while business 
places and industrial firms almost had to 
close down because of: the depletion of 
their staffs through illness. 

The scientific world is continually ex- 
perimenting to discover a treatment for 
this disease. Hopes have recently been 
raised by the discovery of American 
Navy research scientists. An inhalable 
mistlike serum has proved ninety per-cent 
effective.in preventing influenza in tests 
on animals. Breathed into the lungs the 
serum neutralizes influenza infection. 
Where they already had contracted the 
disease the serum was fifty per cent 
effective as a treatment. The new treat- 
ment can be used on human beings, but 
there hasn't been enough influenza to 
make possible a complete verdict. While it 
is toomuch to hope that we may never 
have to try it outon humans there will 
be something to fight it with should it be 
necessary. 

In times of war one of the worst 
dangers is that of pestilence and if the flu 
germis found to have been conquered 
then another great advance will have been 
made in the conquest of disease. .

Nazi Machine-Gun _ 
Civilians in Streets 

By DON WHITEHEAD 
Associated Press War Correspondent 


Salerno, Italy, Sept. 10 — (Delay- 
ed) — (AP) — German soldiers rode 
through the streets of Salerno ma- 
chine-gunning civillans and Italian 
sokilers as well before they were 
finally driven out of the city this 
afternoon in the second day of bit- 
ter fighting on this northernmost 
sector of the Allied invasion front. 

Against desperate opposition, the 
Allied troops slowly deepened their 
invasion bridgehead. 

Weeping women, who said the 
Germans robbed them of all of their 
food two days ago, gave our troops 
the same sort of riotous welcome 
they recelved when they entered the 
towns of Sicily. 

Even while machine-guns rattled 
at the edge of the city and shells 
burst nearby, people came from thelr 
houses to greet the troops. 

The mayor, fascist leaders and 
wealthier people fled.when the Al- 
Ues began the invasidh. Those who 
greeted us were the poor people who 
had no means of transport or money 
with which to get out of the danger 
zone. So they stayed in shelters 
while the Germans stripped their 
/ homes of silver, linen, food>.wine 
and anything else of value~they 
could find. 

The people cheered the troops as 
their lberators and they were bitter 
toward thelr former Allies.

President Roosevelt’s war review before 
the United States Congress on Friday was 
marked by his absolute confidence in the 
ultimate triumph of the Allies while he 
warned that he held no hope/that the 
fighting could be contluded at an early 
date..He said “we are still a long, long way 
from ultimate victory in any major 
theatre of the-war,” and he advised 
against overconfidence of any early close 
of the war'and urged continuance and 
acceleration of the production of war 
material. 

He did declare that definite and specific 
plans had been laid for great, new heavy 
blows at Germany and Japan with 
“definite times and places, for other land- 
ings on the Continent of Europe and else- 
where.” He remarked “Hitler has left vul- 
nerable spots in the wall of the so-called 
fortress, which we shall point out to him 
in due time.” Of the war in the Pacific he 
said that it would be long and that the 

power of Japan“will not collapse until it 
has been literally pounded into the dust.” 

Nevertheless “evil power" is being de- 
stroyed inexorably day by day and “if 
Hitler does not know it by now, then the 
last trace of sanity has departed from that

MANY VILLAGES TAKEN 


Moscow, Sept. 20 (AP) — Red 
army troops under Gen. Andrei 
Yeremenko, hero of the battle of 
Stalingrad, cracked through the 
gateway to Smolensk on the cen- 
tral Russian front over the week- 
end as the Soviet advance shifted 
into high gear all along the active 
700-mile battle line, a Russian com- 
munique announced last night. 

Victory guns boomed out in Mos- 
cow again as Russian troops drew 
nearer to Smolensk and Kiev, two 
great German bastions on the 
Dnieper River. In the north the 
Red army moved to within thirty 
miles of Smolensk, capturing Duk- 
horschina, while another Soviet 
column, striking down the railroad 
from Nezhin, was only 42 miles 
from Kiev, capital of the Ukraine. 

The Russian’ war bulletin indicat- 
ed the Red army was 
westward rapidly, meeting only 
lightly armed- Nazi rearguards as 
they captured village after village. 
Huge stocks of food and munitions 
were falling. into Russian hands, 
but there was little mention of the 
equipment which

drive, with Gen. Yeremenko bear- 
ing down heavily from the north- 
east while another column under 
Gen. Vassilly Sokolovsky pushed in- 
to Yartsevo on the left Mank.

The order ts designed to “sup- 
plement the arrangements of the 
government in purchasing surplus 
beef suitable for domestic reserves 
and for export to the United Kinz- 
dom if required at the established 
floor prices.” 

The order states that no packer 
or other person may freeze any 
beef, or store any beef frozen on 
or after September 27, which’ bears 
the Canadian government  inspec~- 
tion legend and ts of the qualities 
known as “special,” “commercial” 
or “cow”, specified under a Meat 
Board requirement effective Sep- 
tember 21, without first obtaining 
the authorization of the secretary- 
manager of the Meat Board, L. W. 
Pearsall, Ottawa. 

Meat Board officials sald no beef 
yet has been sent to tre United 
Kingdom, although it ts #o7ed such 
supplies will be available if cattle 
marketings are good in the coming 
months. 

Under the terms of the order, 
the free movement of beef supplies

Japanese ‘New Feature’ 

The Germans carefully used the propa- 
ganda of invincibility early in the war but 
it has been exploded so often that there is 
no more heard of that claim of the Ger- 
mans. Countless instances of defeats of 
Germans have clearly shown\ that they 
are beatable and some of the greatest 
defeats in history have been delivered to 
the Germans by the triumphant Russians, 
and by the British and Allies in North 
Africa. 

The Japanese claimed a code of honor 

- which was just a fake. There never existed 
such a code, it was a mere racket of the 
militarists of Japan. Bushido was sup- 
posed to be the code of honor of Jopanese 
knighthood or Samurai. But it was a false 
‘front for the sake of aggression. 

The Japanese might be said to have en- 
joyed another reputation, that of never 
surrendering but fighting to the end. 
Recently they quit and made their escape
